courts takYng possessfon of all the prop- 
erty controlled by Dowtle in Zion City. 
Ills. This town, which was founded two 
years ago by Dowle, has a population of 
over ten thousand, is the general head- 
quarters for Dowie’s church ‘and {s said 
to represent an expenditure of $20.000.000. 
Frederick M. Blount, cashier of the 
Chleago national bank, and Albert D. 
Currier, a law partner of Congressman 
Boutell, were appointed receivers of the 
property. Their bonds were fixed at 
$100,000 by Judge Kohlsaat. of the United 
States district court, who made the ap- 
pointment in the petition of several cred- 
itors. The receivers left for Zion City 
tonight to take possession of the property. 
Dowie Alleged To Be Insolvent. 
The bankruptcy proceedings against 
Dowie were based on the allegation that 
he is insolvent. and fiat while in this 
financial condition he committed an act 
of bankruptcy by making a preferential 
payment on November 2 to the Streeter 
Lumber Company for $3,770. Dowie has 


| Deen hard pressed by his creditors, es- 


pecially since it was announced that his 
recent mission to New York had proved 
unsucces#ful financially, ~ : 

Dowle is known to have accumulated a 
large sum as the head of the Christéan 
Catholic church. the assets of the or- 
ganization being estimated at between 
$20,000,000 and $30,000,000. There was a 
large outlay of money, however, when 
Zion City was started. Then lace and 
candy Industries were started. and as 
both of these ventures have never been 
a paying investment, a great deal of 
money was tied up. 

Last Wednesday Dowle's first confes- 
sion of weakness was made at a rally in 
the tabernacle at Zion City. 

“A lot of you people have cash in your 
pockets,”” Dowie said to his followers. 
“Dig down and get it out. It is God's 
and we need it in his work. — You are 
cowards tf you do not give it up. De- 
posit it.’’ 

Dowle talked in the same strain for 
more than an hour, tears glistening on 
his cheeks as he told of the financial 
straits in which the Zion industries found 
themselves. 

Instead of frightening many into depos- 
iting, this appeal sent a long line of peo- 
ple to the bank on Friday, when they 


ined up at the paying teHer’s window, 


drawing out their money. 

Less than $3,000 was deposited in the 
bank on Friday, while the amount with- 
drawn was twice as much. Late ‘in the 
afternoon A. W. Graham, of Waukegan, 
tried to withdraw his account of $300, 
and was told he would have to give thir- 
ty days’ notice before he could get his 
money. 

Failed To Get Funds. 

Yesterday another effort was made by 
Dowle to get funds, but the depositors 
who appeared were few and the depos- 
its were chiefly in trivial amounts. ‘o- 
day Dowle asked the members of Zion 
more urgently than ever for money. He 
declared that he must have $500,000 
without delay. In the efforts to rem- 
edy the condition of affairs at Zion City 
hundreds of letters were sent out dally 
to Dowie’s followers in other parts of 
the country. In these letters all Dowle- 
ites are urged, almost commanded, to 
sell their farms, stores and everything 
else and come at once to Zion City and 
take up the work of the church. 

It is declared that the employees of 
the manufacturing industries have not 
been paid in from four to six weeks. 
What little they have received fs said to 
have Ween paid entirely in the Zion City 
coupon books. Early in the week before

Boston, December !.—Papers have been 
served upon Professor Borden D. Bowne, 
of Boston university, calling him to trial 
before the eclesiastical court of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, to answer to 
the general charge of heresy. 

Rev.. George A. Cooke, pastor of Trin- 
ity Methodist church, West Medford, and 
a member of the New England confer- 
ence, is the formal accuser of Professor 
Bowne. 

Professor Bowne is widely Known as 
a writer on philosophy and his recent 
statements concerning the Bible and re- 
ligious subjects have attracted much at- 
tention. Mr. Cook is the author of a 
pamphlet issued several months ago, and 
circulated throughout the Methodist 
church, which criticises Professor 
Bowne’s teaching. 

The fifth specification against Profes- 
sor Bowne is that the philosopher's views 
concerning the Deity are contrary to the 
plain teachings of the scriptures; the 
second, that his views of the inspiration 
and authority; of the holy Scriptures are 
also contrary to those scriptures; the 
third, that his notion of the atonement 
is contrary not only to the scripures, but 
also to the ritual of the Lord's supper 
in the discivline of the church. The 
fourth charge refers to his teachings of 
eschatology. which it is declared are dl- 
rectly contrary to the scriptures and the 
Methodist @tandards of faith. The !ast 
statement is that Professor Bowne dis- 
seminates views of Christian experience, 
“contrary to the plain teaching of the 
holy scriptures and contrary to the estab- 
lished: doctrines of the’ Methodist FE pis- 
copal church.”

This petition, or 
appeal, was drawn up. at @ secfet mect- 
ing of eighteen of the leading Cofombians, 
held on the 42th of November, in New 
York. and has the approval and support 
of the Colombian consul general, Brigard, 
in that city, although his official position 
may prevent him from giving it his sig- 
nature. The following is the text of this 
remarkable appeal, which is especially 
interesting as giving, in their own 
words, and in a semi-official manner, the 
Colombian sentiment toward the United 
States in the Panama trouble: 


Petition to Cleveland. 

To the . Right Honorable Grover 
Cleveland—Sir: The gentlemen ‘here 
gathered who have had the honor to 
be admitted to your presénce are citt- 
zens of the weak nation that has just 
received unfair treatment at the hands 
of the executive of this powerful re- 
public. They all have unbounded faith 
in the righteousness of the American 
people and ther all know the sound 
principles of justice that constitute the 
make-up of the stout and sincere heart 
of every true American. 

The offense received is one of those 
that has always called for blood in the 
history of the world and perhaps there 
are many of our countrymen who—not 
having enjoyed the advantages of liv- 
ing in this land of liberty and justice— 
may think that there must be blood- 
shed in order to save some honor, re- 
gardiless of the appalling odds against 
us and of the complete ruination that 
might ensue; but those who now come 
to you, perfectly aware of the fact 
that your legitimate and great moral 
authority among your own people ts 
the highes* in the nation, likewise know 
that nothing is lost as long as this 
magnanimous ané honest people has 
not sanctioned the step which Colom- 
bia has so deeply resented. We are 
absolutely confident that should you 
advocate the cause of righteousness 
and redress from the height of your 
glorious record, but more especially in 
regard to the fair dealings with the 
weak South American nationalities 
during the periods of your administra- 
tion. there will be no doubt that all 
those who today are misguided will at 
once understand where lies the path 
of true grandeur for their country, and 
how easy it will be for this great 
republic to accomplish the most re- 
splendani act of justice and redress, 
setting the most transcendant ex- 
ample of republicanism. 

We appeal to you as the most genuine 
representative of American patriotism, 
and through you to the people of this 
nation which we still contiNue to re- 
gard as the elder sister of Colombia 
and her natural protector.

the republics of South America from 
President Roosevelt,” said Senor Valen- 
suela. “As an emperor, a second Kaiser 
Wilhelm, this man would bea success. 
But as the president of a republic, whose 
Guty it is to maintain free institutions 
and to uproot oppression wherever found. 
he is an anomaly. In this Panama crisis 
the blame for the wrongs from whicb 
iny country is suffering is duc *o Roose- 
welt. It is he who has subverted the 
traditional policy of friendship and pro- 
tection toward Colombia that has char- 
acterized the United States in the past 
and made of the latter an oppressor in- 
stead of the national ally it has been 
since the commencement of our history 
as a republic. If there is enmity today 
toward Americans in Coloinbia it is dus 
to President Roosevelt, and from pres- 
ent indications this enmity will continue 
60 long as he and his !mperialistic pol- 
feies remain paramount in the United 
States. 

Americans Badly Informed. 
‘In this whole deplorable matter [ft {s 


unfortunate that the American people are 
£0 badly informed as to many of the vital 
aspects of the case. Thug !t is be- 
lieved by your coumtrymen that, outside 
of the department of Panama, Colombia 
has very little Interest in the completion 
of the transisthmian canal. Nothing 
could be further from the real truth. For 
years Colombia, without regard tc local 
interests or prejudices, has desired and 
labored, with all the zeal at its com- 
mand, for the digging of the Panama 
canal. Nationa] pride desires it, ard tne 
ccmmercial interests of the republic have 
ever made this great work a matter of 
fcremost importance that no nation could 
appreciate more fuily than our own. But 
we have been handicapped from the start 
by the insincerity and bad faith of the 
Prench Canal Company, to whose in- 
trigues is finally due the critical situa- 
tion that exists today—a situation that 
not only jeapordizes the friendly rela- 
tions that have always existed between 
the United States and Colombia, but be- 
tween the United States and the whole 
of Latin America. There is nothing more 
certain than this, that in the aid given 
by the United States to the Panama 
secessionists every republic south of the 
Rio Grande will see a menace to its fu- 
ture independence, and thus the United 
States by following the lead of its im. 
perialistic president wil] finally be con- 
fronted by a great united continent of 
republics bound together and armed for 
the one purpose of resisting American 
aggression. This, with the possibie help 
ts be gained from some of the great Euro- 


pean powers, might precipitate a war far 
more difficult for the United States to 
meet successfully than a pitiful struggle 
With a single republic like Coiombia, 
weakened ahd impoverished by its own 
internal troubles. 8

Another Step 
Walerway Across Isthmus 


Treaty Reached Colon Yesterday, and 
Was Hurried to Panama, Where 
It Will Be Ratified—United 
States and General 
Reyes. 


Colon. December !.—The steamer City 
of Washington, from New York, having 
on board the canal treaty, arrived at 
Colon early today. Senor Wesprille, the 
minister for foreign affairs of the re- 
public of Panama, arrived here from 
Panama last night and the treaty was 
turned over to him. He then boarded the 
train for Panama, taking the treaty with 
him. 

Panama, December !.—It {fs considered 
probable here that the canal treaty will 
not be signed until tomorrow, 

United States and Heyes. 

Washington, December !.—Dr. Herran, 
the Colombian charge d'affaires, called 
at the state department today for the 
first time in many weeks for the purpose, 
he said, of informing Secretary Hay of 
General Rafacl Reyes’ arrival here, of 
the object of his mission and to pay a 
friendly call upon the secretary. Dr. 
Herran made a long visit and although 
at its close he said there was no an- 
nouncement to make, and that no date 
for the reception of General Reyes had 
been arranged, it can be stated that he 
was advised of the exact attitude which 
the Washington government will assume 
toward the special envoy. If General 
Reyes is pleased to meet the state de- 
partment officials on the ground fixed by 
them and for the purpose which they 
have named—the arrangement of peace 
terms between Colombia and the new re- 
public of Panama—he will be cordially 
received. Otherwise; his visit to the 
department will be fruitiess and his mis- 
sion to Washington a failure. 

“The (United States stands ready to 
extend tts good offices to effect a settle- 
ment bétween Colombia and Panama, but 
with this exception, it ig not interested, 
nor can it consider any other proposal 
from Colombia regarding the isthmus,” 
said a high official of the administration 
today. 

General Reyes has been advised of this 
by Dr. Herran and it remains for him 
to say wha‘ will be the course here in 
view of this development. 

Railroads and the Canal. 

Senator Morgan today introduc*d reso- 
lutiong.authorizing the committee on in- 
terOceanic canals to investigate the part 
alleged to have been taken by the trans- 
cont'nental ratiroads in the isthmian ca- 
nal matter and also to inquire into the 
plans of interoceanic canal commission. 

The preamble to Senator Morgan's first 
resolution called attention to assertions 
in public journals, “representing public 
Opinion and exercising leading influence 
in the greaf political parties of the 
FUnited States,” that trans-continental 
railroad companies have opposed the pub- 
lic policy and laws of the United States 
in respect to the ratification of the Hay- 
Herran treaty. It declared that the rail- 
roads are obstructing the full and: com- 
plete execution of the duty and the policy 
of the United States as declared in the 
act of congress approved June 28, 1902, 
providing for the construgtion of a canal 
connecting the waters:of the Atlantic and 
Paelfé oceans. 

The resolution provides that the com- 
mittee on Pacific railroads is authorized 
and required to make careful inquiry into 
the facts oh which such charges are 
made and report the testimony and the 
findings of the committee to the senate. 

The second resolution introduced by 
Senator Morgan provides for reference to 
the committee on interoceanic canals 
the plans for government of the canal 
adopted by the jnteroceanic canal com- 
mission and for a review of the accounts 
and plans of the cOmmission. It asks 
the committee to decide between the 
plans for a canal, submitted in reference

On Verge of Settlement. 

Paris, December |.~—The Associated 
Press learns.that Japan and Rugsia are 
on the verge of a settlement of the Far 
Eastern controversy, which promises to 
cissipate the war cloud that has been 
hanging over both countries. This set- 
tlement will be the result of the negotia- 
tions which have been in progress for 
some time past and which were assisted 
by the friendly representations of France 
to Russia and of Great Britain to Japan. 
The two nations have practically agreed 
upon the basis of a treaty, the signing 
of which can be prevented only by som? 
unexpected development. 

The basis of this forthcoming agree- 
ment follows:

treaty with China, respecting Manchu- 
ria.” 

It “is ®eNeved, though this cannot be 
stated. as positive, that Japan and Rus- 
sia will reiterate their support 6f the 
‘principles of the “open door” and the in- 
tegrity of China and of Korea. 

Both Great. Britain and France have 
exerc.sed their influence in behalf:of an 
amicable settlement. Diplomats, there- 
fore, give considerable credit to the ré- 
Spective allies of the two disputants for 
the» moderation which has prevailed in 
the Russian and Japanese councils. 

Information has been received here {o 
the effect that Japan is constructing at 
Seoul barracks for |, men, though she 
now maintains only 800 in the Korean 
capital. This is accépted as an indication 
that Japan contemplates the strengthen- 
ing of her garrison at Seoul.

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‘Columbus Fears Spread of 


Disease, 


Malady Which Worked Havoo with 
Live Stock in Europe Thought 
To Have Gained Hold. 
Board of Health Takes 
Action. 


| Columbus, Ga., December !.—(Special.) 
In the opinion of the Columbus board of 
health, based upon microscopical exami- 
nation of the blood of the dead animals, 
anthrax, a disease which has at times 
proven @ terror to Europe, destroying 
horses and cattle by the thousands, is the 
cause of the death of six mules and a 


horse of Seabrook & Crawford, of this 
city. 

The stock died very suddenly, and it 
was supposed they had been poisoned, 
but local experts now believe that an- 
thrax hag made its appearance here and 
is responsible for their deaths. The state 
board of health has been telegraphed and 
it is thought that the board’s pathologist 
will come down from Atlanta tomorrow 
and investigate the situation. 

At a called meeting of the board of 
health thig afternoon the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

“Resolved, that this board being satis- 
fied from evidence before them and from 
microscopical examination of the blood 
of some of the mules of Messrs. Seabrook 
& Crawford which have died within the 
last few days that the cause of death 
Was anthrax, a highly dangerous and 
contagious disease, do recommend to the 
city council to take such measures as 
may be necessary to prevent the spread 
of the disease, and to that end recom- 
mend that all animals which have been 
exposed to the disease and are apparent- 
ly healthy be innoculated, that the prem- 
iseés where these mules died be quaran- 
tined, that all infected animals be killed 
and that the carcasses be destroyed by 
burning.”’ 

The disease so far hag been confined 
‘to the stock of Seabrook & Crawford. 
The mules were apparently well until a 
few hours before death. The bodies did 
mot swell and there were no outward 
symptoms of disease. : 

When the blood was turned over to 
the chemist to be examined it was al- 
most. black. Under a mieroscope the 
bacilli were plainly seen in the blood. A 
healthy rabbit was innoculated with some 
of the blood and died within a few hours. 
Anthrax has proved a deadly disease 
among cattle in South America. 

The local health authorities are deter- 
mined to stamp it out,

GOLD STOCK 
SHOWS GAIN 


Annual Report of Director 
Roberts of the 
Mints, 


—— 


Washington, December |I.—The annual 
report of Director Roberts, of the United 
States mint bureau, shows that the coin- 
age mints at Philadelphia, New Orleans 
and San Francisco were in operation dur- 
ing the year and that the output was 
greater in the number of pieces than in 
any previous year, aggregating 205,872,- 
482. The pressure for small domestic 
coins and for Philippine coins reduced the 
aggregate of gold coinage to $45,721,733, 
and the stock of gold bullion in the mints 
increased from $124,083,823 to $157,511,- 
571. This bullion is included in all figures 
of treasury reserves. The net gain in 
the gold stock of the country during the 
year is estimated to have been $57, 157,- 
149. 

Of the silver bullion purchased for dol- 
lar coinage under the act of July 14, 1890, 
33,218,712 fine Ounces were on hand at 
the beginning of the year and 17,502,938 
at the close of the year. This amount will 
be entirely exhausted during the current 
fiscal yean No other provision exists 
for the coinage of dollars or subsidiary 
silver coin, 

The total deposits of gold bullion at the 
various offices of the mint service during 
the year were valued at $127,004,443. 
The gold imports for the fiscal year were 
$44,982,027, coming mainly from Canada, 
Mexico, Australia, France and Great 
Britain. The total exports of gold were 
$47,040,595. 

A summary of a!l earnings and expendi- 
tures including seignorage on silver and 
minor coin shows that the total earnings 
and gains exceeding expenditures by 
$6,897,323, the total earnings having been 
$8,698,510, and the expehditures $1,801,- 
187. |

DREYFUS CASE 
TO STIR FRANCE 


Commission Meels Today To 
Consider Appeal for Revision, 


Revival of the Excitement That Pre- 
vailed While Dreyfus Was Be- 
ing Tried and While He 
Was on Devil’s Island, 


Is Expected. 


Paris, December !.—France ig looking 
forward with thetgravest interest to the 
meeting tomorrow of the commission 
which will advise Minister of Justice 
Valle on the question whether he shall 
or shall not grant Dreyfus’ appeal for the 
révision of the sentence of the courtmdr- 
tial at Rennes, though a revision is fore- 
shadowed by the consideration given to 
Dreyfus’ petition. Yet the reappearance 
of the affair bids fair to arouse a feeling 
even stronger than the excitement which 
prevailed while the former captain of 
ari@lery was undergoing trial and while 
he was imprisoned on Devil's Island. 

One of the leaders of the movement fn 
Dreyfus’ favor then and now is Senator 
Clemenceau, who urges the case should 
not properly be presented to a civil com- 
mission. He urges that soldiers should 
right the wrongs of soldiers. The gOV- 
ernment believes the commission wil] ad- 
vise a revision and is prepared to submit 
the case to the court of cassation, which 
can recommend it to the court of war, 
but which, it is believed, will itself render 
a decision. 

The latter course, M. Clemenceau and 
others regard as contrary to the law. 

M. Durand, president of the commission, 
admitted today that he had received all 
the papers in the case, the report of 
General Andre to M. Valle reaching him 
Saturday evening. He added: 

“Though the commission will assemblo 
tomorrow, it will not then consider the 
Dreyfus petition. It has eight cases to 
consider before taking up the Dreyfus pe- 
tition. Consequently there will be some 
delay in the submission of its report to 
M. Valie.”’ 

A semi-ministeria] publication gives a 
statement showing the reasons which in- 
duced General Andre to favor a revision 
as the result of his investigation extend- 
ing over five months, during which time 
@ number of persons were examined. It 
was found that several witnesses testi- 
fied falsely before the court which tried 
Dreyfus. The statement ends ag fol- 
lows: 

“Finally, an exceptionally important 
fact developed. It is that there is no real 
proof, material or moral, existing against 
the former captain, and all the presump- 
tions of guilt against Major Esterhazy 
were found, on the other hand, to be jus- 
tified.’’ 

Dreyfus is not expected to be. called be- 
fore the commission tomorrow. He has 
been living. quietly at his--home On the 
Boulevard Balesherbes, but he 

consults his friends and lawyers before 
taking any steps. It is said he derives 
an income from. the sale of his book, 
which has netted him several hrunired 
thousand francs. At the same time, it 
is known that prominent Jews are 
greatly interested in his case, believing 
that Dreyfus’ vindication will be equiva- 
lent to their vindication, and they will 
leave no stone unturned to secure his 
Yfull restoration to the position from 
which he was expelled. 


RUSSIA BARS 
AMERICAN JEWS 


No Longer Allowed To Cross 
Frontier Without Special 
Permit. 


Berlin, December !.—American S¢ws are 
no longer permitta&l te cross the Russian 
frontier without a special permit in each 
case from M. Von Plehwe the Russian 
interior minister. Most Americans travel 
to Russia by way of Germany. The prac- 
tice until the last two weeks was for 
the Russian consul general here to vise 
the Jews’ passports upon receiving a 
statement of their purpose to visit Rus- 
sia that their stay there was to be tem- 
porary. 

A reputable Jew of San Francisco, bear- 
ing a letter from the state department 
at Washington, was assured at the Rus- 
stan consulate here that he could not be 
admitted to Russia now without a specia] 
order from Minister Von Plehwe. The 
Russian embassy made the same state- 
ment. An order was obtained ultimately 
from M. Von Piehwe through the Ameri- 
can embassy at St. Petersburg. This new 
restriction is an extension of the policy 
initiated by the recent withdrawal of the 
vise powers from the Russian consulates 
in America.

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Against the Pest. 


New Orleans, December !.—A _ speciai 
session of the Louisiana legislature will 
be held during the month of December 
to pass legislation that it is hoped will 
keep the boll weevil out of Louisiana. 

Governor Heard mace that announce- 
ment to the boll weevil convention today, 
just before its final adjournment... He 
said he was fully alive to the dangers 
of the threatened invasion of the wee- 
vil and that he had been assured that 
the state would have the hearty coopera- 
tion of the agricultura; department at 
Washington in the effort to keep the 
pest out of the state. 

The boll weevil convention today IlIis- 
tened tu addresses by a number of plant- 
ers, merchants, and of] men, and also 
heard Vice President Miller, of the Au- 
dubon Association, on the relation of 
birds to the boll weevil. The conven- 
tion decided to ask for the enforcement 
Of laws for the preservation of the birds 
of the state as an ald in the destruction 
of the weevil. 

Permanent Organization Formed. 

The convention determined on a per- 
manent organization to be known as_ghe 
Louisiana Boll Weevil Association With 
Charles Sehuler as president; nve vice 
presidents, and a secretary. The head- 
quarters of the association will be in the 
agricultural department at Baton Rouge. 

Following? an address by O. 8. ssullivan, 
of Alexandria, on the oj] mille’ interest 
in repelling the weevil, it was announced 
that the Louisiana mills had already 
agreed not to import cotton seed om 
Texas. 

The report of the legislative committee, 
which was unanimously adopted, pro- 
vides that it shall be made a crime pun- 
ishable by heavy fine and imprisonment 
for any One except a recognized state or 
tederal entomologist to bring into the 
state or have in his possession a living 
| boll weevil; that an act shall be passed 
prohibiting the shipment into the state 
of any cotton seed or other farm prod- 
uct from points where the weevil exists 
without an official certificate that it has 
been fumigated; recommends the pass- 
age of an act creating a crop pest com- 
mittee, with plenary power to make rules 
and regulations having the force of law 
to control or eradicate any fruit or crop 
pest, and recommending the legislature 
to make an appfopriation of $25,000 to 
be used by the committee in efforts to 
a the spread or to eradicate the 
weevil.

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The $400,000 refunding bond issue, 
for which bids were opened yesterday, 
develops the fact that Atlantans not 
only appreciate the value of their city, 
and are willing to back it against the 
world, but that they are ready to man- 
ifest their faith in their work. 

The $400,000 4 per cent thirty-year 
refunding bonds were sold yesterday 
at above par, or, to be exact, at 
100 82-100. Bids for more than double 
the amount of the whole issue were 
received from Atlantans. 

Prominent bond houses from the 
outside offered advice that the city 
had best not insist upon selling a 4 
per cent bond “in these stringent 
times” and suggested that the bonds 
be readvertised on a 41-2 per cent 
basis. That advice evidently comes 
from sources which underestimate At- 
lanta value of Atlanta’s credit. 

This is the best bond sale on record 
for several months and it reflects 
credit, first on the city, and next on 
the purchasers who manifested their 
faith in Atlanta in such a substantial 
manner. It goes without saying that 
to Chairman H. T. Inman, of the 
finance committee, and to the mayor 
and council, is due much of the credit 
for the success of yesterday's sale, at- 
tributable as it was so largely to the 
city’s confidence in the present admin- 
istration.

Mississippi’s Mineral Wealth. 

It is interesting to note that the 
geological survey has recently under- 
taken an investigation into the min- 
eral wealth of the state of Mississippi. 
While the suggestion that Mississippi 
possesses mineral resources of any 
character May cause surprise to those 
unfamiliar with the state, the geolo- 
gists in charge 6f this work have 
brought to light some highly interest- 
ing facts which stand to the state’s 
credit. 

Large and valuable clay deposits 
and extensive beds of Portland ce- 
ment materials occur in Mississippi. 
Neither coal nor metallic ores are found 
in deposits of sufficient size or qual- 
ity, but the investigations so far made 
show that a great increase to the ma: 
terial wealth of Mississippi can be 
made by tue active development of the 
cements and clays. 

These investigations, which are still 
going on, have also developed that 
among the minor mineral resources of 
Mississippi are glass-sand, molding 
Sands, lignite, red and yellow ochres, 
and fuller’s earth, all of which exist 
in what the department officials desig- 
nate commercial quantities. It is be- 
lieved that the investigation will draw 
the attention of investors to the Mis- 
Sissippi field to an extent that wil] 
result in large material advantage to 
that state.

From Birmingham to the Gulf. 

The coal and iron deposits of Ala- 
bama connected by a direct water 
route with the gulf and the ocean— 
absolute independence of the railway 
rate maker! 

That is the long-cherished dream of 
patriotic Alabamans and the enter- 
prising capitalist, a dream that is be- 
ing quietly materialized by the work 
now under way on the Warrior river 
in that state, under federal super- 
vision. So unostentatiously are the 
government engineers converting the 
conceptions on blue-print to radical 
changeg in the river-bed, that few peo- 
ple outside of the state appreciate the 
progress of the gigantic task or com- 
prehend what its completion means to 
the rich mineral stores of that section. 
in a nutshell ‘t will give the raw and 
finished product of the furnaces and 
foundries and mines an unobstructed, 
low-priced waterway to the sea—and 
it will make Mobile one of the great- 
est coaling stations and mercantile 
ports in the world. With the first pick 
about to plunge into the soil for the 
construction of the isthmian canal, 
the tremendous significance of this 
new outlet, to the entire south, may 
be partially appreciated. It is true 
that this Homeric plan, as outlined 
below, will not be exclusively realized 
for four or-five years, but its prospect 
is of infinite importance to Alabama 
and the south. 

That the uninformed reader may in- 
telligently understand the changes be- 
ing wrought and those contemplated, 
& summary of the situation is given: 

A chain of rivers composed of three 
links connects the heart of Alabama’s 
mineral district with the port of Mo- 
bile. These three links are the Mo- 
bile, the Tombigbee and the Warrior 
rivers. The first named receives the 
waters of the two latter, and empties 
into the gulf at the town for which 
it is named. The Mobile river is 
navigable for barges and small 
craft up to its confluence with the Ala- 
bama and the Tombigbee some hun- 
dred miles above the gulf; the Tom- 
bigbee reaches up toward central Ala- 
bama until it is merged into the War- 
rior. From the junction of. the Mo- 
bile with the Tombigbee up to the 
joining of the Warrior with the Mul- 
berry and Locust rivers, the current is 
erratic, and the bed narrow and shal- 
low. This is the portion on which 
the engineers are spending their ener- 
gies, constructing a system of twenty 
locks and dams in order that the 23¢ 
feet fall of the river from the heart 
of Alabama to the coast may be over 
come. | 

Four of the twenty locks are already 
completed and in operation, one will 
be finished ere winter sets in and five 
more will be turned over to the gov- 
ernment within another year. Thus 
half of the work has been accomplish- 
ed. Sums aggregating $2,500,000 have 
been expended by the government thus 
far, and it is estimated that $3,500,000 
additional will be required. Congress- 
man Bankhead, a member of the con: 
gressional committee of rivers and 
harbors, hopes to secure the neetied 


appropriation during the approaching. 
session. Each of these locks will ac 
commodate four barges with a capacm 
ity of 600 tons each—a cargo equal to 
that of seventy-five cars of thirty 
tons burden each. 

From the interior end of the broad- 
ened river to Birmingham the dis- 
tance is 20 miles. The plan proposed 
is to construct a canal across this 
stretch and afford the industrial out- 
put of the Manchester of the south di- 
rect access to the waters of the gulf. 
A bill is now pending in the Alabama 
legislature providing for the construc- 
tion of this canal at an expense of 
$10,000,000. ‘The citizens of Birming- 
ham are also agitating its creation, 
independently, and it is further 
claimed that the government will do 
the work. 

'Who can doubt that with the com- 
pletion of the isthmian canal Mobile 
will become one of the foremost ports 
on the American coast? Already a 
line of steamers ply between it and 
Panaman ports. When vessels bound to 
the Pacific coast as well as China, 
Hawali, Japan and the Philippines be- 
gin to move down the coast toward 
the interoceanic ditch, what more log- 
ical coaling station is there than Mo- 
bile, rendered doubly so by the long 
line of coal-laden barges from the very 
nest of the mineral down the Warrior 
to the gulf? With Alabama coal in 
their furnaces and Alabama iron and 
stee] impiements in their holds, ships 
will skirt the gulf line, traverse the 
Caribbean sea, cross Panama in a few 
hours and resume the long journey to 
San Francisco, Honolulu, Manila, 
Yokahama and Shanghai. 

Who can say how much of the vast 
Occidental cotton and _ (food stuffs 
trade now sailing from San Francisco 
and New York will not be diverted to 
this port, by reason of the cheapness 
and” excellence of the coal brought 
down by the river route? Who will 
deny that the new order of things 
may not make of the little Alabama 
city a new metropolis through which 
the wares of the south will be supplied 
to the teeming populations of those 
strange countries? 

Nor must be forgotten the direct 
benefit to the interior of the state. 
Thousands of acres laden with coal 
and iron ore are now lying undevel- 
oped, waiting the touch of the miner 
and manipulator. Already a wealthy 
corporation is erecting extensive fur- 
naces along the route of the new 
waterway. The men to be employed, 
the wages they will disburse, the set- 
tlement of tie country itself—every 
phase will pour money into the cof- 
fers of the state, and incidentally, the 
entire south. 

The longer we regard the picture 
the nobler grows its proportions. If 
the Warrior improvements and the 


Birmingham canal do not make Ala- | 
bama one of the richest and most im- | 
portant ef the United States, one 
may no longer depend on the cumula- 
tive testimony of precedent and the 
irrefutable logic of events.

WINTER COMES — 


IN WITH SNOW 


First Day of New Season Is 
Marked by Fleecy 
Fall. 


The weather today is likely to be slight- 
ly warmer with a probable chance of light 
rain, 


The first snow of the season fell yes- | 


terday. 

Although the minimum = thermometer 
was 26 degrees, this proved quite cold 
enough to keep people moving ranpldly 
along the streets and pounding their feet 
on hte floors of the trolley cars if they 
happened to be riding on any other than 
the suburban lines. 

As a matter of fact this weather At- 
lanta is enjcying is some that was ship- 
ped here from the Wind river and Uintah 
ranges of the Rocky mountains up in 
the Idaho and Montana country. This 
present cold wave was born up in that 
region some four or five days ago and 
was shipped to Georgia by just the con- 
ditions of barometer that are responsible 
for that sort of thing. Ordinarily, some 
Other barometric conditions w$uld have 
jumped itn and disipated the cold atmos- 
phere, but during the last few days the 
cold northwest seems to have been run- 
ning things pretty much its own way so 
far as the weather was concerned and 
has included Georgia in the contract. 

The snow that began falling last even- 


ing was the first of the season, but it 


did not amount to much, A trace of 
snow was all that was sent out by the 
weather department about it. But for 
awhile the flakes fell in a way that look- 
ed very “Christmassy” {ndeed and it was 
a very wintry introduction to December. 

I was learned from Forecaster Mar- 
bury yesterday that the weather condi- 
tions throughout the country have been 
Somewhat unsettled during the past 
twenty-four houga The weather map 
showed that the pxessure was very un- 
evenly distributed and a number of 
broken areas of high and low barometer 
dotted the map. 

Cloudiness covers most of the country 
from the Mississippi valley eastward and 
northwest with snow falling at Memphis, 
St. Louis, uffalo and Oswego. The tem- 
perature continues low over the south 
and frost occurred as far south as 
Tampa. 

The temperatures for Atlanta yesterday 
were 26 degrees minimum, 35 maximum 


and 30 average. The normal temperature 


for the Ist of December is an average 
of 45 degrees.

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MORE TAXPAYERS 


What Special Committee Will 
Report fo Council 


It Devises Means for Increasing the 
Revenue of tho Municipality 
by Increasing the Number 
of Tax-Paying 

Citizens. 


The report of the special tax commit- 
tee of council, of which Councilman Mar- 
tin F,. Amorous is chairman, hag been 
written and is now being considerea by 
the members of the body. A meeting 
was held yesterday afternoon in the com- 
mittee room at the city hall, which was 
attended by Chairman Amorous, Council- 
an Winn and Councilman Hynds. Coun- 
cilman Breitenbucher and Alderman Ter- 
ry were absent, 


Following is what is being considered 
by the committee, and it is certain that 
the report will be very much in the lihe 
of what has been written: 

To the Mayor and General Counci': 
Your committee to whom was referred, 
September 21, 1903, the attached com- 


munication from his honor, the mayor, 
beg leave to report that we find the dif- 
ferences in values of returns of personal- 
ty and realty of 1902 and previous years 
justify measures on the part of the city 
gcvéernment to secure just and fair re- 
turns for taxation. Much property has 
paid no tax to the city. A proper and 
fair return from each and every person 
will lighten the burden of all, and will 
énable the city government to provide 
schools, sewers, water, lights, sanitary, 
pclice and fire departments in keeping 
weed the growth and progress of our 
city, 

“We find that in the year 1896 the as- 
sessed value of real estate was $43,522,- 
967; that in 1902 the assessed value of 
real estate was $43,693,493, an increase 
of only $170,000, while the report of the 
building inspector shows an increase of 
buildings of $14,000,000 for the same pe- 
riod, 

“Personal property in 189! was $2,000,- 
000 more than in 1902; yet in 1891 the 
total bank deposits were less than $5,000,- 
000, and today the total bank deposits 
are over $12,000,000. 

“The income of the city in 1896 from 
personal and realty tax was $129,000 
more than in 1902. This is partly ac- 
counted for by the fact that in 1896 the 
tax rate was 1% per cent, but was since 
reduced to 1% per cent. 

What the Committee Recommends, 


‘We reconmend that the superintend- 
ent of public schools furnish the asses- 
sors in January of each yeir a list of 
parents or guardians of each child in the 
public schools. 

‘That the city marshal be elected by 
council. 

“That each return as made be pub- 
lished once in the newspaners of tha city, 
and that when réturns are all in a 
pamphlet be issued, giving name and ad- 
dress of every taxpayer and amount of 
realty of each. 

“Revise question blanks as per list at- 
tached. 

“Enforce the penalty for failure to 
make or omission in returns. 

“That the city assessors be required to 
ask each person making returns to an- 
swer separately each yuestion on the 
list and repeat the oath before signing 
return. 

“That the city attorney and ordinance 
committee prepare such an ordinance as 
may be necessary to carry these recom- 
mendations into effect. 

“That the assessors place a maximum 
assessment on all who fail to make re- 
turns.’’

A sensational arson case, the outcome 
of a recent fire in the city, was investi- 
gated in the recorder’s court yesterday 
afternoon when Gerald O’Keefe, the /3- 
year-old son of Lawrence E. O'Keefe, 
was placed on trial. | 

A residence had been burned under pe- 
cullar and suspicious circumstances and 
the chief of the fire départment had 
called upon the chief of police to make 
an investigation which resulted in the 
arrest of the O'Keefe boy by two city 


detectives. | 

On November 19 a vacant house at No. 
79 Nutting street caught fire and was de- 
stroyed, The fire occurred between !! 
and 12 v’clock in the day and the hour 
and the fact that the dwelling was unoc- 
cupied made the chief of the fixe depart- 
ment regard the fire with suspicion. The 
house was the property of Dr. J. W. 
Hurt, ex-city physician for the sixth 
ward. 

Detectives Find Evidence. 

Maggie FE. Campbell, a negro woman, 
informed the officers who investigated 
lhe case that she had seen threé 
white boys in the Dr. Hurt 
house about the time the fire broke out 
and she saw and _ recognized Gerald 
O’Keefe as one of the boys. Flossie 
Robinson, another woman who lives near 
the seene of the fire, stated to the offi- 
cers that she, too, saw the O'Keefe boy 
at the house juest before the fire broke 
out. 

On this information the detectives ar- 
rested Gerald O’Keefe yesterday morn- 
ing and set the case for a hearing in 
the afternoon. 

When the case was tried yesterday the 
two negro women testified to the same 
story they had told the officers, The 
Campbell woman stated further that she 
had seen the same three boys attempt to 
set the house on fire at a previous time. 

W itnesses for the Boy. 

A grocer, who has a store near the 
O'Keefe residence on Ponce de Leon ave- 
nue, testified that on the day of the fire 
Gerald was in his store And left only 
about five minutes before the fire hroke 
out. This statement was corroborated by 
a negro boy who works in the store. 

Detective Fogg stated that he and 
Lockhart had talked with the grocer 
before. the trial and he had stated to 
them that the boy was in his store an 
hour or two before the fire. 

The prisoner denied his guilt and said 
he knew nothing about the fire. i 

Recorder Broyles thought the evidence 
was sufficient to send the case to a jury 
and bound the boy over under a §1,000 
bond on the charge of arson. 

Mr. O’Keefe, the boy’s father, wag in 
court, but had nothing to say. He 
not believe his son guilty and will fight 
the case in a Mgher court. Mr. O'Keefe,

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Declared, However, No Bodily 
Harm Is Intended to Of- 
fending Students 


ANARCHY IN RESOLUTIONS 
DECLARES JUDGE BROYLES 


Recorder Says Faculty Will Be Held 
Responsible if Any Harm Comes 
to Men Who Went to Geor- 
gia Game—Kappa Al- 
phas Heard From. 


A split has taken place in the com- 
mittee appointed by the Tech students 
at their mass meeting held last Mon- 
day afternoon in the football hollow for 
the purpose of securing the resignation 
of the eight students of this institution 
who went to the Georgia-Auburn game on 
Thanksgiving instead of to their own 
game at Piedmont park. where the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina playe@ the 
Tech. 

At the meeting held yesterday afternoon 
at 12:30 o'clock, Bryan Blackburn, man- 
ager Of the Tech football team for this 
year, and prominent in coallege,. resigned, 
stating that he objected to one statement 
made in the resolutions, to the effect 
that if these eight studens did no resign 
they must be prepared to “accept the 
consequences.”” He says that he consid- 
ers this wording as a threat, and, while 
he is quite willing to sign a paper con- 
demning the action of the eight men in 
going to the Georgia-Auburn game, he 
does sot intend to sign @ paper which 
Makes a threat. 

He has made the following statement: 

“Do not ,understand me as condoning 
the offense of those who attended the 
Georgia-Auburn game. I think they de- 
serve the condemnation of the entire 
student body. I have been greatly hon- 
ored by the student body. and I highly 
appreciate their vote of confidence. I 
resign from the committee for the sole 
reason that I do not wish to be a party 
to a set of resolutions that imply a 
threat.” 

Prominent students of the Tech, how- 
ever, and men serving on this commit- 
tee state that while the wording may be 
unfortunate, it is not the intention of the 


‘| student body to offer bodily injury to the 


men named in the resolution, and that, 
in case they refuse to accept the invita- 
tion to leave college, they will be ignored 
by their college mates. 


Toning Them Down. 


The copies of the resolutions have not 
yet been sent out to the offenders, though 
they wil] probably be delivered today. 
This delay was caused by two facts— 
one that the committee desired to make 
a slight change in the reading of the reso- 
lutions, and the other that the copies of 
the resolutions have not yet been pre- 
pared. The original resolutions stated 
that the eight students went to the game 
“after warning from the faculty.” This 
clause will be cut out of the resolutions 
presented to the elght students. 

The boys who went to the Georgia- 
Avburn game are standing firm, and cay 
they do not intend to leave college. Two 
of them, Will Davis and Fred Richard- 
son, are in their senior year. 

The following statement has been given 
out by the Kappa Alpha fraternity: 

“Since much has been said concerning 
fraternity action in this matter, we feel 
it our duty to express our deep regret 
that the student body, of which we are a 
part, should so far forget themselves as 
to let the new epirit which has but re- 
cently sprang up from anticipated vic- 
tories of the future, make such a radi- 
eal change as to result fn the unworthy 
spirit which was manifested in their at- 
titude toward the boys who exercised 
their own free will in deciding whid¢h 
game they should attend on Thanksgiv- 
ing day. Two of these, Walter Hodgson 
and Dupont Guerry, are members of our 
fraternity, and who, if it becomes neceés- 
sary, will have our individual support. 
But we sincerely hope and believe that 
nothing of this nature will be necessary

Broyles Criticises Faculty.

The situation at the Techno} ; 
School seems to me a very satboae ban 
Eight students have been denounced, and 
resignations demanded, with a 
threat that unless they leave the School 
Within 48 hours théy must “accept the 
consepuences."’ And what heinious crime 
have these eight students committed 
that they should be so summarily 
ejected from the institution of the State 
in which they are preparing themaehves 
to arn a livehood? Let the awfui truth 
be known! As students of a branch 
coliege of the University of Gedrgia, and 
most of them as former students of th< 
University itself, they, in the exercise 
of their rights as free mén and no 
slaves, elected to see a close, exciting 
game of foot-bal] between the University 
o: Georgia and Auburn instead of watch- 
ing a one-sided game between the Techs 
and Carolina. I desire, however, to be 
perfectly fair and candid, and putting 
myself in the place of the Techs, and 
knowing of the intense rivalry between 
the two Thanksgiving games, I can real- 
ize why the Tech students should feel 
sore over any of their number going to

Captain English was asked about their 
visit, and he said that it had no refer- 
ence to entering the depot, as they had 
not spoken to him about such a thing. 

Mr. Wickersham, president of the At- 
lanta and West Point, said that he had 
not seen the narty. 

Nothing definite could be ascertained 
yesterday afternoon, but that the visit 
means something is conceded on all sides.

CONVICTS MUST 


REMAIN AT FARM 


Prison Commission Cannot 
Let Them Qut by Pri- 
vate Contract. 


The prison commission has on its hands 
about thirty to thirty-five convicts with 
which it does not know what to do; in 
fact it can do nothing with them under 


' the decision of Attorney General John C. 


Hart except let them remain in idleness 
on the state farm at Milledgeville. 

These are convicts which during a 
period of sickness were kept at light 
employment on the farm. Now they are 
much improved in health and able to do 
hard labor. There is no work for them 
on the farm as the season there is over, 
and the commission was desirous of let- 
ting them out to private parties in order 
that their labor might be bringing ih 
something for the state. Chairman J. 8. 
Turner wrote to the attorney general 
asking for an opinion as to whether the 
commission was @mpowered to lease the 
labor of these convicts under the ex- 
isting act. 

Attorney General Hart holds that the 
act does not authorize the prison com- 
mission to lease any convicts by “private 
contract,’’ because it requires that all the 
leasing shall He done through public bid- 
ding. As a result of this ruling these 
convicts must remain in idleness at the 
farm until the expiration of the present 
lease contracts, which !s April ! next. 
At that time they can be disposed of 
under the new contracts.

PRICES ADVANCED 
IN BARLY TRADING 


Practically No Deliveries on December 
Created Bullish Sentiment. 


GOOD ADVANCE WAS SCORED 


Realizing Sales Turned the Market 
Weak and May Closed 3-8 to 
1-2c Lower—Corn and Oats 
Closed a Shade Down. 
Provisions Lower. 


Chicago, December |.—Reports of excel- 
lent harvesting weather in Argentina and 
pearish statistics caused scattered liqui- 
dation of wheat today, and after a good 
advance early prices weakened, May 
closing 3-8@i-2c lower. May corn was 
a shade lower. Oats were also off a 
shade and January provisions closed from 
a shade to 7 1-2 lower. 

The fact that there were practically 
no deliveries on December contracts 
created bullish sentiment in December 
wheat early and an advance of 3-4c was 
made within the first hour. The better 
prices brought out large realaizing sal2s 
and the advance was iost. May openei 
unchanged to I-4c higher at 81 3-3@ 
81 5-8c, and although ihis delivery re- 
ceived consideravie support trom the 
leading bull operator, and notwithstand- 
ing tne sharp raliy in December, the 
prices heid varely steady in the early 
session, due to persistent selung vy ivcal 
traagers. Neporis of line weather in Ar- 
géentine, comparatively smali clearances, 
iower vutside markets and a fairly large 
increase in elevator stocks in the nortn- 
west, where a decrease had been expect- 
er combined to create bearish sentiment 
toward noon and the market yielded tv 
the pressure, May declining to 80 1-2. 
Prices rallied somewhat near the end on 
renewed buying by prominent longs, but 
the close was lower with May vf 3-8@ 
1-2 at 80 7-8@81. 
5-8c lower at 8! 1-2. Clearances equaled 
265,000 bushels. Primary receipts were 
1,621,900, against !,328,800 a year ag. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago report- 
ed receipts of 980 cars, compared with 
1,088 last week and 1,103 a year ago. 

Corn ruled comparatively steady, with 
no selling pressure manifested from any 
source. There was some scattered seeling 
on the break in wheat, but. the 
demand from commission houses 
was sufficient to prevent any 
decline. After selling between 42 
and 42 3-8, May closed a shade lower 
contracts. 

The feature in oats was the liquidation 
of May and the market had a tendency to 
follow wheat, although some local longs 
bought quite freely and prices were 
steady for December, while May showed 
a small loss. May closed a shade lower 
at 35 3-4, after ranging between 35 5-8 
and 36. Receipts 223 cars. 

Larger receipts of hogs than expecte.1 
and a decline caused heavy selling of 
provisions by commission houses and the 
market ruled easier. Ribs were offered 
freely and most of the buying was by 
packers. The close was steady at a 
small decline, January pork being off 5c 
at 10.87 1-2; January lard a shade lower 
at 6.40 and ribs down 7 1-2c at 5.80.

New York, December !.—The trade in 
Liverpool apparently viewed the situation 
in America with alarm this morning. It 
was expected they would show some sur- 
prise and anxiety at our sharp advance 
of yesterday, and expectations were more 
than realized. They are in a state of 
demoralization over there, and the pri€@s 
sent out from that market were better 
than looked for—that is, after responding 
to our advance fully they gave us a few 
additional points, apparently in the hope 
of discounting any advance that might.

the building has not been on fire has 
kept them from total destruction was not 
thought of seriously until the past few 
weeks when Mayor Howell and members 
of council began talking of the matter. 

Chief W. R. Joyner, of the Atlanta 
fire department, has stated that he be- 
lieved the building to be dangerous; City: 
Attorney James L. Mayson has stated 
what he believed the loss to the legal 
department would be in the event the 
records were destroyed; excerpts from. 
the annual reports of former City Clerk. 
W. D, Greene and City Clerk W. J. 
Campbell, in which they recommend that. 
proper care be given the records, have 
been printed; former Chairman E. C. 
Kontz, of council's finance committee for 
1902, has stated that he personally 
knows the records to be in great danger; 
Mayor BE. P. Howell has announced that 
he favors the construction of a record ' 
room, and has stated that he will send’ 
council @ message regarding the matter.

the safety and preservation of the city’s 
valuable records. But that, hee every- 
thing else, went by the board, and noth- 
ing was ever heard of it.

Other 
hranches of common school work will 
be iaken up today and tomorrow. The 
commission is getting up the merits of 
the various books offered through the 
criticisms of representatives of compet- 
ing publishing houses. | 

“There is no doubt we are going to get 
some splendid books,’’ remarked a mem- 
ber of the commission yesterday, “and 
we are going to get them, too, In many 
instances, cheaper than the prices at 
which they have been furnished to other 
states.’’
